ANNUAL  REPORT  for  1970 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
people  of  the  District,  and  upon  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  for  the 
year  1970. 

From  the  health  point  of  view  1970  was  a  ’’good  year"  in  Rugeley.  The 
figures  embodied  in  the  vital  statistics  can  only  be  described  as  most  satis¬ 
factory.  From  being  a  town  where  the  vital  statistics  were  worse  than 
the  average  National  figures,  and  far  behind  the  best,  Rugeley  now  produces 
figures  better  than  those  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole,  and  a  long  way 
better  than  those  appearing  in  our  annual  reports  in  the  not  too  distant  past. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  for  the  District  was  20,680,  an  increase 
of  1,360  over  last  year*s  total  of  19,320.  The  increase  itself  comfortably 
exceeds  last  yearls  increase  of  just  under  1,000. 

The  natural  increase  -  that  is  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  -  for  the 
year  was  430,  and  the  difference  between  this  figure  and  that  of  the  total 
increase  of  1360  represents  the  total  of  people  coining  from  elsewhere  to  live 
in  Rugeley  (930). 

Total  live  births  were  364,  one  more  than  last  year!s  563,  but  1970* s 
564,  set  against  the  increased  total  population  of  20,680  produced  a  fall  in 
rate  from  29.1  to  27.3*  The  live  birth  rate  for  1970  was  then  an  actual  27. 3 » 
which,  when  adjusted  by  the  comparability  factor  to  take  account  of  the  age 
and  sex  structures  of  the  population,  becomes  a  comparative  rate  of  24*1.  Even 
this  comparative  rate  is  some  5 0$  above  the  National  average  rate  of  16. 

The  still  birth  rate  was  9>  as  against  the  National  rate  of  13*  The  still 
birth  rate  has  been  dropping  fast  -  ten  years  ago  it  was  21. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  the  lowest  ever  in  Rugeley  at  16  (10  years 
ago  it  was  27)  and  below  an  ever  decreasing  National  figure  of  18. 

The  infant  deaths  were  distributed  as  follows  - 

accidents  of  labour  1;  congenital  abnormalities  1;  infections  4; 
i.e.  meningitis,  enteritis,  2  pneumonias. 

Maternal  mortality  was  nil  for  the  15th  year  in  succession. 

There  were  139  deaths  in  the  Urban  District  during  the  year,  giving  a 
corrected  death  rate  of  6.7.  This  is  the  lowest  death  rate  ever,  in  Rugeley. 
When  it  is  adjusted  by  the  comparability  factor,  the  rate  becomes  11.3  (National 
rate  11.7).  There  are  very  satisfactory  figures  indeed,  especially  for  an 
industrial  community. 

Examination  of  the  causes  of  deaths  shows  no  real  change  from  proceeding 
years.  There  are  the  same  degenerative  conditions  of  the  heart  and  vessels, 
which  account  for  the  great  majority  of  deaths.  There  is  a  number  of  cancer 
deaths,  fluctuating  up  and  down  a  little  from  year  to  year,  but  representing 
around  15$,  plus  or  minus  5$  each  year,  and  a  minority  of  deaths  from  bronchitis 
and  other  chest  conditions.  Most  deaths  were  at  advanced  ages.

32  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  during  the  year  -  not  many  when 
set  against  the  population  at  risk,  and  the  fact  that  not  all  families  accepted 

immunisation. 

There  were  94  cases  of  measles,  a  figure  which  is  little  different  from  those 
common  in  pre  measles  immunisation  years.  One  may  conclude  that  measles 
immunisation  has  so  far  made  little  impact  on  the  prevalance  of  the  disease. 

Scarlet  fever  was  absent  from  the  town  throughout  the  year. 

There  were  no  notifications  of  poliomyelitis. 

There  was  a  single  case  of  dysentery,  and  one  death  from  meningitis  in  an 
infant  of  11  months. 

During  the  year  we  had  a  family  outbreak  of  four  cases  of  food  poisoning 
(salmonella  panama).  Investigations  failed  to  reveal  the  source  of  the  infection. 

Three  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year.  Four  cases 
were  transferred  out  of  the  district.  One  case  died.  Nineteen  cases  were  removed 
from  the  register  as  cured.  As  a  consequence  of  these  various  changes,  the  number 
remaining  on  the  register  at  31st  December  197C  was  20. 

Routine  checks  on  water  supplies  and  upon  food  stuffs  were  carried  out  during 
the  year.  Laboratory  reports  on  water  were  uniformally  satisfactory,  and  those  on 
foods  showed  only  minor  deviations  from  the  required  standards.

DRAINAGE  OF  THE  DISTRICT

All  the  dwelling  houses  etc.,  in  the  district  are  supplied  from  the  public 
mains,  and  the  supply  in  each  case  is  directly  over  the  sink.
